To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District 
of  Tyldesley  for  the  year  1970. 

STATISTICS 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  the  population  of 
the  district  has  shovm  an  increase,  being  20,600  as  against  20,080  the 
previous  year  and  19? 430  in  I968, 

During  the  year  under  reviev;  442  live  births  occurred,  an  increase  of 
27  on  the  previous  year.  5  babies  were  still  born.  Relating  these  figures  to 
the  population,  the  adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  is  23 « 7  an  increase  of  O.9  on 
the  previous  year,  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  an  increase  of  4*>0  on  the  year 
1969  to  11. Oo 

12  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  for  the  year  of  27«0.  Of  these,  9  occurred  within  the  first  month,  1 
under  six  months  and  2  under  twelve  months.  This  rate  is  well  above  the 
national  figure. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  27  greater  than  in  the 
previous  year,  being  239*  The  main  cause  of  death  follow  a  similar  pattern 
to  previous  years.  11  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  underlines  the  threat 
to  health  to  which  the  cigarette  smioking  m^ale  exposes  himself.  Relating  the 
number  of  deaths  to  the  population  as  a  whole  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is 
14*59  greater  by  1.6  than  in  1969* 

HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  personal  health  services  have  been  provided  in  the  district  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council,  through  its  Divisional  Health  Administration 
Scheme,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  The  essential  information  in  relation 
to  those  services  is  given  in  Section  B  of  this  report.  Should  you  require 
further  details  I  would  refer  you  to  my  Annual  Report  as  Divisional  Medical 
Officer. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTAHCES 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  have  been  kept  under  close 
supervision.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  food  and  water  supplies, 
housing  and  sanitation. 
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The  third  smoke  control  order  becomes  operative  next  year  in  July  1971 •

SMITMY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ARM 

The  Ezajor  portion  of  tho  district  is  urban  in  character  concentrated 
chiefly  in  the  north  and  centre 9  surrounded  by  an  area  of  agricultural  land. 

The  main  industries  are  cotton  spinning  and  engineering  v/ith  a  small 
number  in  agriculture.  . 

None  of  the  above  industries  appear  to  have  given  rise  to  any  significant 
increase  in  injuries  or  disabilities  of  any  occupational  character  throughout 
the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Manchester  Corporation  1/Yaterworks  Committee  are  responsible  for  the 
supply  and  distribution  of  the  v/ater  supply  in  the  district. 

7j393  dwelling  houses 9  with  a  population  of  persons  are  supplied 

with  water  from  public  mains.  10  houses  with  a  total  of  50  occupants  draw 
supplies  from  private  wells  or  springs.  These  are  situated  in  isolated  parts 
of  the  district  and  the  dv/ellings  are  in  connection  with  small  holdings  or 
agricultural  land. 

43  new  houses  have  boon  connected  to  the  town’s  water  mains. 

24  bacteriological  examinations  of  town’s  v^rater  were  made  during  the 
year 9  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Vfeter  mains  have  been  laid  to  the  extent  of  50  lineal  yards  to  new 
dwellings. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  v/ater  is  less  than  0.1  ppm, 

DRAINAGE  AMR  SEIYERACE 

Sev/age  is  delivered  to  the  East  Lancashire  Road  pumping  station  by  four 
sewers 9  tv/o  of  38”  diameter  and  two  of  30”  and  24*’  diameter  respectivelyj 
converging  fTom  different  areas  of  the  district.  The  sewage  pumping  station 
delivers  flows  of  6  times  dry  weather  flow  to  the  disposal  works  and  flows  in 
excess  of  this  enter  the  storm  water  pumping  station  and  are  discharged 
direct  to  Astley  Brook. 

Treatment  is  by  moans  of  s  edimxentation  tanks  and  percolating  filters 
followed  by  final  settlement  in  circular  humus  tanks 9  fitted  with  electrically 
operated  sludge  removal  gear.  A  third  pumping  station  delivers  the  effluent  to 
Black  Moss  Brook. 
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Sludge  is  disposed  of  on  land 5  and  storm  water  flows  'botv^een  3  and  6 
times  dry  v/eather  flow  are  also  given  partial  treatment  on  land. 

Work  has  commenced  on  extensions  to  the  Sev^rage  Disposal  V/orks  which  will 
enlarge  the  capacity  of  the  works.  The  Contract  is  expected  to  be  completed 
early  in  1972  and  the  contract  includes  for  increased  pumping  capacity  and 
new  rising  mains- from  the  East  Lancashire  Road  Pumping  Station 9  now 

sedimentation  ta  ks  and  humus  tanks.

All  premises  concerning  which  complaints  are 
made  are  visited  either  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  or  Rodent  Operator^ 
and  treatment  carried  out  where  necessary.  A  charge  is  made  for  business 
premises 9  but  a  free  service  is  provided  for  private  dwelling  houses.
